Outgoing mayor 
opens his doors 
to well-wishers

Mayor Daley’s seventh open house at City 
Hall on Monday took on a different tone, as 
hundreds of guests came to thank him for 
22 years of service rather than rub shoulders 
with the city’s powerful chief executive. 

Daley 69, will cede that influential post 
Monday to Rahm Emanuel, the former White 
House chief of staff who will be sworn in that 
day That will be the end of the longest run in 
Chicago mayoral history 

“He’s been really good for the city of Chi- 
cago,” said Gary Chichester, a member of the 
mayor’s Advisory Council on Lesbian, Gay 
Bisexual and Transgender Issues, as he waited 
to greet the mayor. “He’s been really good for 
the LGBT community and I just want to say 
thank you for 22 years of wonderful service. 
I’m going to miss him.” 

Israel Wright, who also serves on the advi- 
sory council, quickly added, “Ditto that.” 

Indeed, the LGBT community’s fondness 
for Daley in some ways is a sign of his political 
acumen. Daley early on supported the inter- 
ests of gays and lesbians, who tend to vote in 
greater numbers than most groups in the city 

Chichester and Wright were among mem- 
bers of other groups Daley paid attention to, 
including African-American ministers. They 
were among hundreds of activists, politicians, 
religious leaders and political operatives in- 
vited in the morning to the open house. 

Starting at 1 p.m., Daley opened his doors 
for three hours to Chicago folks without 
invitations, a practice he started when first 
elected in 1989. 

“We’re definitely going to miss him,” said 
Cook County Assessor Joe Berrios, chairman 
of the county Democratic Party once led by 
Daley’s father. “His leadership was absolutely 
fabulous for Chicago. ... I may see him all the 
time, but this is a special time for him.”

ponLive subscribers. 

Rudin said live entertainment events are 
“absolutely a big and growing category for us, 
and one where we really saw tremendous de- 
mand in regards to the live events deals we’ve 
done in the past.” 

Groupon and Live Nation partnered on 
several concert deals last year as part of the 
run-up to the launch of GrouponLive. These 


shows included Rascal Llatts and Kenny Rog- 
ers performances in Phoenix, as well as con- 
certs featuring Mary J. Blige and Snoop Dogg 
in L. A. 

In Chicago, Groupon worked with AEG 
Live in July to sell tickets to Bon Jovi and Kid 
Rock at Soldier Lield. 

The deal entitled buyers to one $66.50 tick- 
et for a seat in the third level above the field 
for $30.

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The truth about 
CTA slow zones 

Red Line riders are seeing red about slow 
zones on the South Side portion of track. 

“It's not unusual to see a State Street 
bus outrunning a train,” wrote Hiram 
Broyls of Morgan Park. “Does 'Red Line’ 
mean just the opposite of 'Rapid Tran- 
sit?” 

The CTA said it is performing track 
maintenance, such as rail tie replace- 
ments, along the Dan Ryan branch of 
the Red Line to make travel along that 
stretch of track more efficient. 

The initial work area is from the Cer- 
mak stop to the Sox^th stop, the CTA 
said, but the agency expects work on the 
Red Line Dan Ryan branch to continue 
into next year. 

As of Friday, slow zones, where the 
trains run no faster than 35 mph, occu- 
pied nearly 128,800 feet of track, which 
translates to about 11 percent of the sys- 
tem, the agency said. At the peak of the 
slow zone problem in October 2007, zones affected about 22 percent 
of the system, the CTA said. 

Last month, the southern portion of the Red Line had the most 
track affected by slow zones, about 38,000 feet, according to the most 
recent slow zone information posted to the CTA’s website, transit 
chicago.com. 

Trains operated at 15 mph on about 25,000 feet of that track, accord- 
ing to a map on the site. 

Lamar Moore of Beverly wrote to Going Public that it takes him 
about 30-35 minutes to travel from the 95th Red Line stop to the Jack- 
son stop in the Loop because of the slow zones. 

That's about the time it should take to travel between the 95th 
Street stop and Clark/Division, which is five stops north, according to 
the timetables posted on the CTA’s site. 

“I currently take Metra more than the Red Line, and I am close to 
not using the Red Line anymore,” Moore wrote. 

Other CTA passengers aren’t off the hook. Slow zones 
exist on all the lines except the Orange Line, according to the CTA’s 
map. A nine-month slow zone on the South Side portion of the 
Orange Line ended in January when the agency repaired its signal sys- 
tem there. 

Last month, slow zones affected about 19,000 feet of Brown Line 
track, according to the CTA’s map. The agency said it is developing a 
design plan for the necessary track work on the Brown Line but does 
not have a timetable for the work to begin.

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Put away the toys— Northwestern 
won’t offer sexuality class next year

Goodbye, Wildcats. Hello, Mildcats. Northwestern University will not offer a controversial 
human sexuality class next academic year after its professor came under fire for allowing a live 
sex-toy demonstration during an after-class lecture* 

About ioo of psychology professor J. Michael Bailey's students observed a naked woman 
being penetrated by a motorized sex toy Feb. 21. The university said in March that it would 
investigate the incident; officials said Monday that the review continues. 

“I learned a week or two ago that they had decided to cancel the course for next year,” 
psychology department chair Dan McAdams said Monday “The decision was made higher up 
than me at the central administration level.”

No other Northwestern psychology professor is 
qualified to teach the subject, McAdams said. Bailey 
“will have other teaching assignments in the coming 
year,” according to a university statement. 

“Courses in human sexuality are offered in a variety 
of academic departments in other universities, and 
Northwestern is reviewing how such a course best fits 
into the University’s curriculum,” according to the 
statement. 

University deans determine course assignments, 
according to the statement. 

Northwestern President Morton Schapiro ac- 
knowledged last month that the university faced a 
torrent of criticism, and said there were days when 
he spent four hours responding to people upset about 
the class. 

“IVe been in academia for 32 years. I thought I had 
seen everything. I hadn’t,” Schapiro told the 'Iribune. 

The demonstration occurred on a campus audito- 
rium stage after class, and attendance was optional. 


It followed a discussion about kinky sex and female 
orgasm, and about 100 of the 600 students stayed. 

Schapiro said that while professors have the privi- 
lege of academic freedom, they also have to act re- 
sponsibly 

“You don’t have a right without a responsibility,” he 
said. “Where is the line? We have all been considering 
that.” 

Bailey could not be reached Monday. In March, he 
said in a statement that he regrets “the effect that this 
has had on Northwestern University’s reputation.” 

However, he said the demonstration was “relevant 
to a topic relevant to my course.” 

The tentative list of psychology courses to be of- 
fered next academic year, dated May 5 and posted 
online, indicates that Bailey will teach two 300-level 
“special topics” courses next year: “Dangerous Ideas” 
and “Behavior Genetics and Evolutionary Psychology” 

Bailey had taught the human sexuality class since 
1994.

Governor in talks 
to keep Sears here

Scars is considering moving its Hoffman Es- 
tates headquarters out of Illinois in a bid to 
cut costs, according to a source familiar with 
negotiations. 

The retailer is in early talks with officials 
from several states, including New Jersey, 
Ohio, North Carolina, South Carolina, Texas 
and Georgia, the source said. 

Gov. Quinn said Monday that his office is 
working with Sears to keep the company in Il- 
linois, saying he has a good relationship with 
company officials. 

Quinn said the company is benefiting from a 
tax deal with the state, which expires next year, 
and he’s willing to consider a similar arrange- 


ment as long as they “do something for the peo- 
ple. They have to make investments in Illinois.” 

Quinn pointed to a number of incentive 
packages the state has negotiated with busi- 
nesses since he took office, including the most 
recent deal to keep Motorola in Libertyville 
in exchange for Sioo million in tax credits. In 
return, the company agreed to spend nearly 
$600 million in research and development, 
an amount the company indicated it would 
spend in any event. 

“I’m sure that we will work out something 
that will work for the company, but most im- 
portantly, work for the common good, for the 
workers, for the jobs,” Quinn said of his talks 
with Sears.

Top cop turmoil? 

Feds looking at Newark Police Department, which is run by Chicago’s incoming boss

The U.S. Justice Department on Monday 
opened a civil rights probe into years of com- 
plaints about police practices in Newark, N.J., 
where Garry McCarthy is leaving as director to 
become Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel’s first po- 
lice superintendent. 

Federal investigators said they are looking 
into a pattern of misconduct allegations in the 
Newark Police Department, much of which 
predates McCarthy’s arrival in 2006. The alle- 
gations under investigation include unconsti- 
tutional stops, searches and arrests, excessive 
force and mistreatment of people in the city’s 
lockup facilities. 

McCarthy and Newark Mayor Cory Booker 
attended a news conference Monday held by 
New Jersey’s U.S. attorney and said they have 
been working with Justice Department of- 
ficials during a preliminary investigation that 
now becomes a full inquiry McCarthy spoke 


about the matter last week. 

“I’m confident the systems of management 
we put in place will, in fact, stand up to scrutiny 
A lot of those systems were not in place when I 
got there,” he said. McCarthy said he doubled 
the size of the department’s internal affairs di- 
vision. 

“There were issues that existed in the agency 
in the past. I believe that we’ve rectified that,” 
he said. 

The American Civil Liberties Union filed a 
complaint last year outlining many of the al- 
legations now under federal investigation and 
said problems in Newark go back decades. But 
the group blames McCarthy for failing to fix 
the issues, calling his efforts to beef up internal 
affairs investigations ineffective. 

“We still have a police force that doesn’t 
respect the rights of citizens,” said Alexander 
Shalom, policy counsel for the ACLU’s New 
Jersey chapter. “He and others have to take 


responsibility for the institutional culture that 
allows this to go on.”

‘And as a result, when McCarthy took the 
position as police director, not only did he in- 
stitute a number of aggressive and successful 
reforms, he himself asked the Civil Rights Di- 
vision of the Justice Department to work with 
the NPD to assess the success of his reforms.” 

At the news conference, Deputy Attorney 
General Thomas Perez of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s Civil Rights Division thanked Booker 
for cooperating and wished McCarthy “success 
in Chicago.”

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racking, but I always tell our crew, ‘We’re 
not operating on someone.’ What we’re re- 
ally doing is DJing a huge party” 

To basketball purists the idea of describ- 
ing a playoff game as a “party” may be a bit 
much, but the NBA has a two-decade his- 
tory of allowing— indeed, encouraging— 
home teams to enhance what Wohlsch- 
laeger calls a “carnival-like atmosphere” 
during games with live entertainment, 
video and canned music. 

Wohlschlaeger has been music-pro- 
gramming Bulls games for 15 years. The 
NBA by then already was allowing mu- 
sic to be a part of its game action, unlike 
sports such as baseball, hockey and foot- 
ball, which ban piped-in music or sound 
during game action. 

But a Bulls game isn’t a sonic free-for-all 
either. The NBA enforces rules about what 
can be played when. No music or video is 
allowed when free throws are being shot by 
either side. And when the visiting team has 
the ball, only “traditional fan prompts” are 
permitted. These consist of benign chants 
of “de-fense” or simple call-and-response 
rhythm patterns such as the ever-popular 
creep from the “Ad dams Family Theme 
Song”— sonic elements designed to keep 
the fans involved without becoming a dis- 
traction or descending into poor sports- 
manship. 

When the home team has the ball, just 
about anything goes. Nothing is explic- 
itly banned, but all teams know they’re 
programming for a family-friendly event, 
so songs deemed the least bit salacious or 
provocative won’t be tolerated, the NBA 
office says. Teams that try to bend the rules

The Bulls pop out of a fourth-quarter timeout and 
stride back into the thick of a tight home playoff 
game against the Atlanta Hawks knowing U2 has 
their back. 

At this moment, the dramatic, slow-building 
intro to the band’s “Where the Streets Have No 
Name” is like a sixth man on the floor, stirring the 
fans out of their seats and eliciting a giant, collec- 
tive “Yiaaargh!” Bono likely would approve. 

Soon after, Derrick Rose is bringing the ball up- 
court in a must-score situation and R&B star Ush- 
er is right there with him in a short snippet of his 
hit “Yeah!” As the Bulls grab a defensive rebound, 
the Bo Diddley beat to Bow Wow Wow’s “I Want 
Candy” urges them to push the ball upcourt on a 
fast break. 

Every Bulls game at the United Center has its 
own soundtrack. Just as each game is different, 
roller coasters of emotions and shifting fortunes, 
the music and sound effects roil with the chang- 
es. A team of about 20 technicians plays DJ each 
night at the United Center, orchestrating the ebbs 
and surges on the floor. 

The head DJ isJeffWohlschlaeger, the Bulls’ se- 
nior director of game operations, who sits court- 
side and communicates on a headset with musical 
and scoreboard operators to wed sounds and game 
action. There are cavalry-charge bugle calls and 
countless ways of imploring “de-fense, w but there 
also are more than 1,000 songs and song snippets 
available to enhance every movement and mood. 

“We try to react to what’s going on on the floor,” 
Wohlschlaeger says. “If we hit a 3 and the crowd 
is up, we want to maintain that energy It’s nerve-

often end up payi ng for it. The NBA has an 
entire game operations department that 
monitors every game; one source in the of- 
fice said at least two franchises were fined 
in the past month for inappropriate sound 
and video while the visiting team was on 
offense. 

The Bulls don’t push the envelope by 
design, Wohlschlaeger says. The 
music selections are “con- 
servative,” reflecting 
of classic 


mix 


rock and contemporary pop bits that is 
determined by audience surveys. During 
Game 2 of the Hawks series, songs leading 
out of timeouts designed to get the crowd 
pumped included the Beast ic Boys’ “(You 
Gotta) Fight for Your Right (to Party!),” 
AC/DC’s ‘Thunderstruck,” John 
Mellencamp’s Authority Song” 
and Mitch Ryder and the Detroit 
Wheels’ “Devil With a Blue 
Dress On.” 

Greater creativity surfaces 
when the Bulls are on offense; 
In a typical minute of back-and- 
forth play, several musical snip- 
pets can be heard, often just a few 
seconds of a violin riff from FLO or a 
Black Eyed Peas’ hook that can turn the 
action into a ballet of squeaky gym shoes. 

The players have little input about their 
soundtrack, though Derrick Rose and 
Joakim Noah requested Phil Collins’ “In 
the Air Tonight” as particularly inspiring 
warm-up music. Mostly it’s about what 
the paying customers want, Wohlschlae- 
ger says, “tried and true stuff that you or I 
would never listen to in a car but that gets 
a positive reaction from the fans.” 

So what does Wohlschlaeger listen to 
when he ! s not playing DJ for nearly 23,000 
Bulls fans a night? 

“When I get in my car to go home,” he 
says, “I need to come down. So I turn on 
some jazz.”

Fanning the games 

Quade hopes upcoming marquee series will boost Wrigley attendance 


Cubs manager Mike Quade is looking tor a spike in attendance 
at Wrigley Field as the rival St. Louis Cardinals and World Series 
champion San Francisco Giants come to town. 

“It'S a blast to play here every day/" Quade said Sunday adding 
that he believes his players feed off the energy provided by larger 
crowds. 

An announced attendance of 31,931 watched Sunday's Cubs- 
Cindnnati game on a sunny and pleasant day at Wrigley. 

The Cubs' home attendance is down for the first 17 games. After 
the same number of home games last season, the Cubs had 655,269 
paid admissions for an average of 38,545, according to baseball- 
reference.com. This season, the Cubs have a paid total of 592,281 
for an average of 34,840. That is a difference of 62,988, or 3,705 
fewer per game. 

Attendance is down in 20 of 30 major-league ballparks so far 
this season. A major contributing factor for the downward spiral 
has been the exceptionally poor spring weather, particularly in the 
Midwest and East. And in the case of the Cubs, a 7-10 home re- 
cord has not made them appointment viewing.

What could the Cubs do to attract those fans who have 
stayed away from Wrigley this season? We have a few ideas.

A safer NFL 
is smarter^. 

In a sport as physically 
tin forgiving as football, 
reaching the threshold 
of being too careful 
should be almost impos- 
sible. 

In March, the NFL 
moved the kickoff spot 
to the 35-yard line; it 
used to he the 30. 1 
admit I roiled my eyes 
when this news broke. 

Like many Bears fans 
—and coaches and 
players— I was miffed 
because this means 
Devin Hester will get 
fewer chances to make would-be tacklers look 
foolish. 

At first it seemed like an unnecessary 
change. But the new rule— implemented with 
players’ safety in mind, according to the NFL 
competition committee— looms larger in light 
of former Bear Dave Duerson’s suicide. 

There is no direct correlation between his 
death and the new rule. However, as evidence 
mounts, any cautionary tale related to a foot- 
ball player’s brain and the punishment it takes 
bears mentioning in this context. 

Before Duerson took his own life in Febru- 
ary, he asked that his brain be donated to 
science. In a Feb. 26 Tribune story, his ex-wife, 
Alicia Duerson, recalled him telling her: “I 
think there is something wrong with the left 
side of my brain.” And last week, scientists said 
Dave Duerson suffered from chronic traumat- 
ic encephalopathy, a degenerative brain disease 
associated with repeated blows to the head. 

Duerson sustained at least 10 concussions 
during his career, an astounding number given 
the precautions that are taken now Had we 
known two decades ago what we know now, 
there’s no way he would have seen as many 
plays. Sure, that means he might not have had 
as many interceptions, or two Super Bowl 
rings. But there’s a chance his story would have 
ended differently 

The hard-hitting safety was not the first 
ex-player to suffer from CTE, and there are 
certain to be more. That’s reason enough to 
cut the NFL slack on this. Besides, we watched 
the NFL before kickoffs were placed at the 
30-yard line, and we’ll still watch now, shorter 
running starts and all. 

The brain can take only so much abuse. If 
fewer kickoff returns translates into fewer 
concussions, the new rule will do much more 
good than harm. @sayitissosa
